1. Yugoslavia has established e restricted zone, comprised of an irmer and 
outer belt, along its border vith Austria, Italy and the Free Tercitory 
of Trieste. In order to travel in this zone, Yugoslav nationals sust 
obtain a permit from the ifinistry of Internel Affairs or a delegated 
agency, This practice wes initiated early im 1951, Although no ve oor 
riected gone exists between Yugoslavia and Zone B, persons Living i 
gone B must obtain permits for travel to Yuvoslavia or to the rest rieted 
zone from the VUJA office in hoper, vhile persons living in dene A of 
the FIT must go to the Yugoslav Economic Delegation in Trieste fur a 
permit. Officers and men of the Yugeriev frnmy and other services rus 
also have special permits to travel in the restricted zones. 


2, Yugoslavs who live in the first restricted sone have been issued special 
identity cards. The ecerds are indentical with the normal Identity cards 
which were issued throuchout Yugeslavia beginning in iste 1950, with 
the exception that the covers are green and bear on tho front a notation 
in red ink: "Liena karta za stanovalke pogranicnos pojasa® (identity 
ecard for residents of the restricted zone). Slovene cards have whe 


notation: "Osebna iskegniea 2a prebivalea omejnecz pasa", an thezr front 
covers. The cords are valid for throee years, es are normal tcentaby 
ecards. 


3, The decree of security along the borders with Italy, Austria and the “TT 
is comparable to that existing at border checks iu the Jest, As song 
as the person is in possession of legal travel documents there are na 
diffievlties, and Yugoslev controlling egencies are rore lenient and 
tactful now than they were a year ago. Asa rule. Yuroslav inspection 
teams which trevel on trains moving tovard these oorders gonsist of a 
military teem and/or a militie teem. The nilitery team consists of a 
nonecomnissioned of Sicor and one soldier. The cilitia team consists of 

ene militiamen vhe, as a member of the commmications militia, is per- 

manent. y assigned to the run, and a militiaman from Cesana (on trains 
moving towards Italy and the FIT), or St. Tj (on treins woving toward 
4ustrie), who boards the train at Ljubljana where he collects all. pags 
ports: and returns them at Sesane or Ct, Ti. 
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Yugoslavs travelling with passes to the restricted border zones and net 
in possession of passports for travel outside the country are very 
carefully watehed. Persons travelling from Zone © to Yugoslavia sre 
subjected ta clece and constant scrutiny and Pudeiad beggege is often 
searched. 


Yugosiev Border with Rumania, Hunrery, Bulgaria oad Albenia: 


The depth of the restricted zone along these borders varies from ]2 te 50 
kilometers. No one is permitted in the zone without a special pass froin 
the Ministry of Internal Affairs or one of its delegated city agencies. 
These cascses are iscued only when the reason seens justifiable, anc. then 
for a specific destination and lirited time. Tveryone, including UDB, 
officers, must have a “acs. Inmedieately uoon arrival at their dcesting- 
tion, the bearer must report to thé local city agency of the Mind aed 
of Internal Affairs. if they are to spend e nighs in the area, the 

must inform the agency of the homp or hotel tn which they are ceeetened 
This information is entered on the pass itself with the time limit. The 
bearer must revort to the point of deperture before his pass expires ex! 
then return the pass to the issuing offica. 


All persons living within the restrieted zone have special identity 
wards aimilar te the one deseribed in paragraph 2, with the exception 
that the cards are printed in Serbian ond in the Cyrilite alphabet. 

Tf | nerson is found in the restricted zone without proper documenta— 
Sion ., he is immediately interned end held until his stetus is cleared, 
She special identity carde are spet-cheeked througkeut the zone ta 
aggure apeinet falsification. 


Yugosleve living on the Bulgerian border with ferm land extending inte 
Bulgaria ere not permitted to cross into that country to cultivate or 
eere for their land. 


The restricted zome fecing Rumania and Hungary ia from 12 ta 20 kilo- 
meters deep, whereas the zone facing Bulgaria hes 2 depth of from <5 te 
50 kilometers. 


At predetermined railroad stations, located a good distance from the reste 
victed zones, three control teams, including a militia, ANOT ond JOB team, 
beard each train travelling to one of the bordering countries. A) thrae 
teams ere commended by an officer and include three or more armed men 
each. Controlsare ctrict and frequent, and indivicuals are subjected to 
eon baggage cheeks by all three teams. Fricr to entering a restricte 
ad gone, ell Yugoslev passengers are gueried on their Cestination, the 
reason for travel and the expected Leng th of stay. In the restricted zone 
facing pacingeoa, TPB end KNOT units were substantially strongthened ap 
early as mid=-1956, 


Sines January 1951, the comtrols on all trains in Yuroslavia hove nebice 
ably increased, especially on traine moving towards Tastern cowrtries. 
UDB offieers now take a much more active part in this work, 
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
